^ Rolls, in that Part of the United Kingdom called 
(UU Ireland, fhould be made a Judicial Office and Afliftant 
Chancellor of Ireland-, but the fame 
being, by an Adt paffed in the Parliament of Ir lind, 
m the Tenth Year of the Reign of His late Majefty King He.-jry 
the Seventh, now held only at the King’s Will and Pleafure, it is 
expedient that His Majefty ihould be empowered to regulate the faid 
Office, and that the Salary thereof lliould be augmented :

taken to be valid Orders and Decrees of the faid Court of Chancery ; 
but fubjedt neverthelefs,' in every fuch Cafe, to be difeharged, re- 
verfed, or altered, by the Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper, oi Loid 
Commiffioners of the Great Seal of Ireland for the Time beings and 
fo as no fuch Orders or Decrees be enrolled till the fame Ihall be 
figned by the faid Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper, or Lords Commif- .

Majefty, His Heirs and Succeffors, in any fuch Patent, to provide 
that the faid Mafter of the Rolls Ihall have full Power and Autho- 
rity to make Orders, in all Matters touching the Execution of the 
Laws refpeaing Bankrupts in that Part of the United Kingdom called 
Irelands and that all fuch Orders ihall be of the like Force and 
Effea as if made by the Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper, or Lords 
Commiffioners of the Great Seal of Ireland for the Time being ; 
fubjea neverthelefs to be difeharged, reverfed, or altered, by the 
faid Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper, or Lords Commiffioners of the

after the Dedudtioii of all Fees and Taxes paid in refpedl thereof, 
and alio of all Fees and pecuniary Profits which ffiali have been 
received or were payable to him in reipe-S: of the Execution of his 
faid Office of Mafter of the Rolls aforefaid, between the Day on 
which fuch Mafter of the Rolls ffiali have entered ^pon his Office 
in purfuance of fuch Grant as aforefaid, and the Day upon which 
fuch Account is diredted to be delivered by virtue of this Adt j and 
.a like Account ffiali be delivered, in like Manner, in every fuc- 
ceeding Quarter, ending .on the of

JPtODiEetl altoaES, ann fiC it (EriaaeD, That if any Perfon 
having fuch Grant of the Office of Mafter of the Rolls as afore- 
faid, thall die, or relign the fame, then the Executors or Admi-

fliall be entitled to fuch proportionable Part of the clear "Salary and 
Profts of fuch Office is aforefaid, as, according to the Rates above- 
mentioned, lhall have accrued during the Time that fuch Perfon 
fhall have executed fuch Office as aforefaid ; and the proper Officer 
JO of the Succelfor of every fuch Perfon, ffiall, on fuch of the faid Days

1 2 dying or refigning^ fhall be entitled to have and receive from all Per- 
fons whatfoever, fuch Salaries and Profits as fliall arife and become 
due from the Death or Refignation of his Predeceflbr in the Office of 
fuch Mafler of the Rolls aforefaid, in like Manner as if his Grant 
or Patent had borne Date the Day next fubfequent to the'Day of 
the Death or Refignation of liis Predeceflbr. 

SProSioea alteays, ar,D be it fiittSet enaScB, That it may be 

lawful for His Majeily, His Heirs and Succeffors, to remove any 
Mafter of the Rolls, upon an Addrefs of both Houles of Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 
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
